A very great race deserves a very great entry list 
and that is what has been awarded the American 
Derby this year. It is the truly national race of 
this country for three-yoar-olds and its importance 
grows as the years roll by. In time it will be to the 
United States what the Epsom Derby is to England. 
It is a source of just pride to the west, because it is 
the only race of the west that is preeminent. The 
east boasts of the greatest race for two-year-olds, 
the Futurity, the greatest handicaps for three-year- 
olds and upward, the Brooklyn, Suburban and 
Brighton, and in respect to weight for age races, 
leads unapproached, but the supremacy of the 
American Derby is unchallenged in the list of great 
events for three-year-olds. 

This year the American Derby has 120 entries. 
Last year it had 97. All sections of the country are 
represented. All the good two-j^ar-olds of last 
year from the central west, the south and the 
Pacific slope are in. The east is worthily repre- 
sented, giving the lie to the many-tim«8 printed 
suggestion that because Reno, The Parader, Her- 
mis and other eastern aspirants of recent years 
had' failed to carry off the honors of tbe American 
Derby, eastern owners would give up essaying 
its capture. Mr. August Belmont is represented 
by his sterling son of Hastings, Lord of the 
Vale. Mr. F. R. Hitchcock has in Acefull’s con- 
queror, Grey Friar. Mr. B. T. Wilson, Jr., has 
not been deterred by the ill success of 
The Parader from trying again with his two cracks 
Mexican and Qrantsdale. Messrs. Whitney <& 
Duryea have entered their splendid colt Irish Lad. 
Philip J. Dwyer has nominated Merry Acrobat, and 
Claude, Trapezist, Mackey Dwyer, Standard 
Bearer and Ahola have been named to give battle 
in the colors of other eastern owners. Altogether 
it is demonstrated that the sportsmanlike spirit 
and grit that leads eastern owners to keep on try- 
ing for the honors of the greatest of British races 
is also operative in moving them to keep up their 
gallant endeavors to capture the star event of the 
American turf. This is as it should be and some 
bright June day in the future a vast Chicago crowd 
will give an eastern winner an ovation that will 
show how utterly non-sectional Chicago patrons of 
racing are. 

Leaving the Derby aside^for a moment the Wash- 
ington Park Club is to be congratulated over a 
record-breaking list of entries. It is a case where

Ballantrae, which will also carry the Whitney col- 
ors. is one of the same combination and even this 
early the pair have been treated to some smart eix- 
fnrlong canters on the Side Hill tan track. Both 
hersos fguro among the sixtj -three subscribers for 
the Kempton Park Great “Jubilee” Handicap of 
3,0C0 sovereigns ou Saturday, May 9. The course is 
one mile and a quarter, and, judging from the list 
of nominations the race should be a veritable 
smasher. Prominent among the lot are Ard Pat- 
rick, last year's Derby winner, and Port Blair and 
Rose Blair of the same stable; Sceptre, the great 
filly, and a stable companion, Labsngro, are also 
named, and other cracks are St. Macion, Water 
Shed, Glass Jug, Floriform, Friar Tuck and Cup- 
bearer. Foxhall Keene has nominated Conroy II., 
and J. R. Keene, Kearearge, and Richard Croker 
will be represented by a three-year-old named St. 
Patrick’s Day. 

Mr. Whitney has also subscribed to the Gat wick 
spring meeting with Ballantrae and Ayrshire 
Beauty in the Alexandria Handicap of 1,OCO sover- 
eigns to be run Friday, May 15. Slipthrift is also 
do\in for the Coronation Cup of l,CO0 sovereigns, at 
the Epsom spring meeting, May 18. There are 
thirti three subscribers, among them being the 
top-notchers Sceptre, Ard Patrick, Caravel, Rising 
Glass, St. Macion and King Edward’s three-year- 
old Persistence.

Huggins has begun hard work on H. B. 
Duryea’s American-bred Acofull, which was sent to 
England to run for this year’s Derby, together with 
the other horses in his stable. For some time past 
English turf writers have kept a close eye ou the 
neighborhood of Huggins’ trainiug ground in order 
to get a good square look at the American, and ou 
account of the mild weather recently had a capital 
opportunity. Without a single exception so 
far, the opinion regarding the Yankee has 
been unfavorable. Mr. Whitney’s horse Nas- 
turtium, they say, who crossed for the event 
last year, was a powerful galloper with fine 
action, but the impression created by Acefull seems 
to be totally the opposite. The turf expert of 
Sporting Life, who saw the American colt in one of 
his speedy canters, has the following criticism : 
“No greater contrast could be imagined than that 
between Nasturtium, sent over to win our Derby 
last year, than Acefull, sent over this. The former 
was a very grand horse in every respect, big and 
powerful and one of the finest gallopers 1 ever 
remember to have seen. This year ws have a little, 
muscular, closely coupled horse, with action as 
quick and scrappy as the five-furlong sprinter. 
Grig, and we shall require to see it lengthen oat 
considerably before we shall cry peccavi to such a 
horse as that, even though the Americans are con- 
tent that he was about the best over there.” Ace- 
full’s first appearance on the English turf will 
probably occur in the City and Suburban, to be run 
on April 22. It is a handicap of 2,000 sovereigns, 
about one mile aud a quarter. 
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
